Only a change in the funda¬ 
mental ways of thinking, which 
will negate the over ambition, 
greed, lu.st for power, and pr.’s- 
ent rivalry among .self-seeking na- 
tlon.s, can save a world civil'za- 
tlon, declared Dr. 'Wesley Robson, 
assistant profe.ssor of philosophy 
at UCLA, addressing a meeting 
of the Sierra Madre Woman’s 
Club, Wednesday morning. 

Drawing a clear line of com¬ 
parison between the causes of the 
fall of Greek civilization, and th-’ 
civilization -shattering Infuences 
rampant in the world today. Dr. 
Robson said: "The Sparta of our 
day is 

of our day ts Rngla^d, a great | 
land power and her allies fighting 1 
a great sea power and her allle.s. 
Th-.a 27 year Peloponno'lan war 
between Athens and Greece from 
the years 431 to 404 B.C. w’as 
the first chapter in the cumb'ing 
of Greek civilization. This war 
occasioned the breaking out of all 
kinds of cla.ss war.s; Gre->k met 
Greek on a thousand battle fields 
and there wa.s killing, killing, 
killing.” 

Declaring that the problems of 
today are the same as tho-e of 
the Greek period. Dr. R->bson con- 
tlnue<l: ’’The problem today Is 
still how Independent natlon.s can j 
get along with other Independent | 
nations when we have as much , 
lust for power, greed, and the' 
scramble for profits as we have, 
today. A mere Union of States 
will not prevent civil war, and, 
democracy can ruin m-'nklnd as | 
quickly as Fasel'^m. Capitalism or ! 
Communism. We have a confused ' 
way of thinking that evervihtoe j 
would be all right if we just had 
Democracy— or Socialism— or i 
Communism, but none of these, 
are ends In them.selves, but mere ! 
methods of administering govern¬ 
ments, as a means to the end, 
which Is human happiness.” 

Dr. Robson presented a concise 
and comprehensive picture of 
Greece from the sixth to the 

fourth centuries. B.C., dwelling 
not only on the grandeur that 
was Greece but al.so upon the 
brutalities of that period, and 
rounded out his lecture with a 
clear declaration that only a 

civilization devoid of gree<l and 
lust for power can ultimately sur¬ 
vive. 

Mrs. C. A. 'Vane, chairman of 
the legi.slatlve section, presented 
Dr. Robrnn, for this first lecture 
In the series of four, which are 
grouped under the general title 
"Why Clvlllzatlon.s Fall.”
